Sept. I I. — Charley 
Kroekel, a thirteen year-old deaf 
mute, is in jail here awaiting trial on 

a charge of burglary; He is perhaps 
the most determined and incorrigible 

criminal of his age in the country. 
He was born in Egg Harbor in 1879, 
and is an exceptionally bright lad. 
He is good looking, with keen blue 
eyes, light hair, and about three let 
tall. He has small hands and feel 
and is as nimble as a cat. II. 
squeeae through a very small space. 
and, by picking the locks, he has 
escaped from almost every prison in 
which he has •Keen confined. More 
than three years o\ his life have been 
spent behind prison bars, and he has 
eluded many sentences b\ escaping. 

He commenced his career of crime 
before he was 7 years of age, Al 
that time he could miter any closet 
or room that had been locked to keep, 
him out, and for a long time he 
baffled all the efforts of his father 
and mother to find out how he ac- 
complished it. One day his father 
surprised him at work on the lock of 
a door, and he endeavored to hide a 
small article that he worked with. It 
was found to be a small piece of 
broom wire, and he confessed that he 
had done all the mischief with it. 
Soon afterward neighbors complain- 
ed of depredations that had been com- 
mitted in their houses. Manx 
cles of value were stolen, and looks 
did not seem to baffle the thief. 
Charley was suspected, and In 
fessed to his parents that he had 
been committing the thefts. His 
parents could do nothing with him, 
and shortly before his seventh birth- 
day he became angry at his father 
and ran away. About that time 
several robberies w ere committed in 
the town. About a week afterward 
Charley returned home, and told his 
parents that he had been in V.txtx 
Harbor all the time, hiding in barns 
and cellars in the day time, lis com 
fessed that the robberies had been 
Committing by him, and told where 
part of the stolen articles could he 
found. -- 

His parents tried harder than over 
to control him, hut without effect. 

His mania for stealing seemed to 

have been horn in him, and could not 
he cured. Physicians who have ev- 
aniined him arc pu/./.led and unable 
to account for his peculiar actions. 
Soon after he was seven v cars old he 
broke into a house at Egg Harbor, 
and as he was becoming so hold that 
it was not safe for him to he at large. 
- arrested, tried, and sentenced 
to six months' imprisonment in the 
county jail. By his good disposition 
In' soon made friends with the officials 
and prisoners, and as he was well fed 
he cried bitterly when his parents 
came after him at. the end of six 
months. In a few days be vv a- 

to jail again for entei ore at 

Abseoom. From the jail he wi 

to tli*"- reform school at Jamesburg, 
He had not expected that, and he 
cried and begged to he let off. 
When Sheriff Johnson took him to 

(he reform school, he said to the 
Sheriff in waiting that lie would he 
back. The following week he ap- 
peared in the streets ,,< [arbor, 
aid he did not like the reform 
school, and had walked all the way 
home. Ho escaped by piekin 
locks with a piece of small wire, lie 
id at home only a few d.-i; 
When heard of next he had been 
arrested in New York cit v . and was 
serving a term in the Tom! 
robbery. After his release In 
out West, and his parents received a 
letter from him in a Chiea 
For a long time lie was not beard 
from. When he returned he went to 
Klvvood, where he broke into a house. 
For that lie w as sent to the 
school again. He made himself so 
tious to the authorities during 

the few weeks that they succeeded 



about 12 years of age, he was arrest- 
ed for robbing stores in Atlantic 
City. For the triad a professor of a 
deaf-mute school in Philadelphia was 
engaged to interpret his testimony 
The Judges and lawyers were amazed 
by the actions of the boy, and the 
-aid that he was the smart- 
est mute that had -me under 
his attention. Judge Reed was at a 
loss to know what to do with him. 
He could not be kept in the county 
jail all his life, ami, as the; vv ouhl 
not have him at the reform school, 
it was decided to send him to the 
State prison, and he was sentenced 
for one year. He was the youngest 
prisoner ever confined in the insti- 
tution and he attracted great attention. 

His tern, expired in April last, and 
since that lime he has travelled around 
the country, 

He was arrested in Atlantic (,'itv a 
few days ago for robbin e, and 

is in jail here for trial at the next term 
urt. 

He is arapid and good penman, he 
carries on all his conversations with a 
pencil and tablet, which he always 
has ready for use. He has a keen 
sense of the humorous, and he likes to 
ricks on his fellow prisoners. 

When the Sheriff goes to lock up 
the prisoners, he finds the locks stuff- 
ed with cotton and paper. He never 
tries his skill on the jail locks here, 
ami never attempts to escape. His 
parents have given up all hope of re- 
forming him. It is expected that he 
will be sent to prison (or a long term. 

When he was at liberty he spent 
his time w around rho coun- 

try and going from place to place on 
freight trains. He has been arrested 
many times, bul allowed to go, on ac- 
count of his extreme youth.

In the method of instruction 
great use is made of the counten- 
in fact, the mutes could not he 
taught without il, as it is needed to 
modify and accentuate the sign 
language, The happy results obtain- 
ed in tile ten years' course of study- 
are astonishing, from the first dawn 
of knowledge obtained from thestudy 
of the manual alphabet down through
